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STATE OF SOUTH AUSTRALIA.—REPORT BY THE 
GOVERNMENT STATIST ON THE FACTORIES AND 
WORKS FOR THE YEAR ENDED 30TH JUNE, 1937. 


SINCE 1931-32, the year of lowest levels, there has been a steady 
annual improvement in the Secondary Industries of the State, and 
the year 1936-37 continued to show such substantial progress that, 


in general, the present position is at least equal to pre-depression 
years. 


An analysis of 107 industrial groups shows increased productivity 
for 1936-37, as compared with 1935-36 in 70 groups, whilst the 
remaining 37, with a few exceptions, showed only slight decreases. 


Establishments and Hands.—1,916 establishments were in operation 
during the year, an increase of 21. The average number of persons 
employed for the whole year was 40,710, an increase of 2,239, or 
5°82 percent. The average number of employees, 40,710, just failed 
to reach the number recorded in the maximum year of factory 
employment, 1926-27, viz., 41,075. However, the number of female 
employees constituted a record. Included in the hands employed are 
1,474 working proprietors. 


Salaries and Wages.—The salaries and wages earned for the year 
totalled £7,518,239, an increase of £824,088, or 12-31 per cent. The 
salaries and wages of the working proprietors included amounted 
to £345,601. The average earned per employee was £10 13s. 6d. 
more than the previous year. the totals being, £184 13s. 7d. 
(£174 Os. Id.) 


Materials, &c., Used.—The material used or treated was valued at 
£21,399,805, an increase of £2,138,055 ; in addition, fuel, light, water, 
and lubricating oils used, £856,808, a decrease of £115,828. 


The Output for the year was valued at £34,528,176, an increase of 


£2,624,085, or 8-22 per cent. 


The Production Value, that is, the value added to material by the 
process of manufacture or treatment, was estimated at £12,271,563, 
an increase of £601,858, or 5-16 per cent. 


Margin.—After accounting for the expenditure items—Salaries 
and wages, fuel and light, and materials used aggregating £29,774,852, 
the margin left to meet all miscellaneous expenses and profit was 
£4,753,324, a decrease of £222,230, or 4:47 per cent.
